Moves are prohibited Saturday and Sunday in July and August, except for equipment moving entirely within the
seven northern counties. Call for more information.

Throughout the year, the following restrictions are in effect: mobile homes and modular units greater than 11'6”
to 13’6” wide are prohibited from moving Saturdays, Sundays, and all Legal Holidays; mobile homes and
modular units greater than 13'6” to 14’6” wide are prohibited from moving Friday after 12 o’clock noon,
Saturdays, Sundays, and all Legal Holidays; and mobile homes and modular units greater than 14'6” wide are
prohibited from moving on Thursdays followed by a Friday Legal Holiday, Fridays, Saturdays, Sundays, and all
Legal Holidays.

Oversize loads may travel from %2 hour before sunrise until %2 hour after sunset (daylight hours). On the Maine
Turnpike, the total height is limited to 13’6” and total width is limited to 14°6”. For additional information about
travel on the Maine Turnpike, contact the Maine Turnpike Authority.
